Late Toeeday night the 
tlnal relapse cam« and In the dark- 
pned room whcnp priests and nunr 
Boftly chanted prayers for the 
dylns the end came without a per 
"eptible sign. The Archbishop"^ 
ulster, Mother Superior Seraphlne 
glster Rose, Father Thomas A

Vicar General J. C. .Byrne and 
Blahop Joseph Buaeh, of 8t. Clomd, 
were kneeing beside the bed. The 
l,ielat«*B itotar had h»en In almost 
eonstant attendance for more than 
seventy-two hours. 

De.splte his years and bis weak 
fined condition, the phvRlcal resist 
;*ce of the .\rchbishop amazed his 
^yslcian.M. T.ast April after he re- 
fumed from Florida. where he 
Rpent the winter, he became prravely 
111. Hi.s life wa^ diapalred of, but 
he rallied, continuing in frail 
health, however, until about 
weeks ago. . ^ , 

Members of tha ArchbUhop's 
household raid arraailWMBts forth* 
funeral would not ba completed 
until word was received from a 
number of church dignitaries who 
attended the funeral of Cardinal 
John M. Farley In New York. 

Archbishop Ireland held such i 
keen and active Interest in general 
affairs In the United States during 
the past half century that he was 
noted MS a publlcl.«t as well as for 
his r. liLMOiis zeal. He was one of 
the nio.-^t distinguished of the 
Roman Catholic churchmen of 
America. There were few fields of 
Intellectual, political or apiritual 
endeavor In which he tailed to take 
a positive stand, maklne himself at 
times the center of a controvers.v 
Born In 183S In Ireland, a rar- 
penfcrV son. he wa.« carried witn 
his parents in the tide of Irish 
Immigration to America while he 
was a child. Altar service at 
Burlington, Vt., and a jolting trip 
Wect on a prairie «ohoon«r were 
among hia boyhood maoiorles. 
bringing him Anally to St. Paul. 
Minn., in 186J, wlien Indians in 
gay blankets stalked the streats of 
that frontier town. One evenlnp 
the Missionary Cretin, first Bishop 
of St. Paul, while watchint; froiM 
his window some boys of his parish 
at play, called to John Ireland and 
Thomas O'Gorman — who later be- 
came Bishop of Sioux Falls — to 
come Into the church, fie aalwd 
them If they wished to baeoiae 
priests. Both he and his playmate 
agreed that priesthood wa* their 
atnblUon. Btahov Cretin aent them, 
in charge of a guardian, to Prance, 
where they were educated 'by the 
Marist Fathers. When he he«rd of 
the outbreak of the, civil war In 
America the student turntnl honie- 
wnrd fired with as much patrlotlam 
HH rolision. After being ordained 
at St Paul, he eagerly accepted an 
appointment as chaplain to, the 
Fifth Regiment Of the (Minnesota 
Volunteers. Ho ma ardent for the 
Unionist cauee and ahared every 
hardahlp of the soldier's life In 
their terrible winter raids. At 
luka he gave yeoman's help by 
rushing ammunition to the front 
when It was sorely needed. He was 
stricken with fever after less than 
■. year's service and returned to a 
8t. Paul partorate. 

He soon attracted national at- 
tenUon through his work for tem- 
perance. The story is told of how 
on one January night In 1869 three 
drunkards staggered Into his door- 
way and handed him a rumpled 
sheet which read: "Vor God's sake 
orRanlze a temperance sorletv • 
The paper was slKned l)y se^en i 
including :i saloonkeeper TIm. ■ 
were the davo wtien St. Paul -wii- 
flUed with border ttirbulcuce and 
the riot of drink. Tlie next .Sunday

to-hut visits to ?,t. Paul's shanty- 
lown, throwing whisky bottles out 
of the squalid doorways. The 
work he thus bt-Kan he extended 
throughout the Northwest and trav- 
eled the whole country preaching 
temperance. He even carried the 
battle teak to Ireland and <kreat 
BrMnla. Hia energy was so abun- 
dant and his seal for work auoh 
that the term "consecrated blla- 
sard" as applied to him by one of 
Ma* admirers was accepte<l by many 
others as a peculiarly liiippv expres- 
sion. 

He at one time <'onceived the 
idea of coD.solidatinK the C-atholIc 
parochial schools and the public 
cohools. The plan was tried at 
Falrabault and Stillwater. Minn., 
but friction which the AT<dibiBhop 
could not relieve arooe and the 
scheme was droppod. He was 
founder of the Hill Seminary on 
the Minnesota side of the Mlsslssipl 
rlyer. To this he gave his highly- 
prized private library, one of the 
most comprehensive in the North- 
west. One of his early works was 
the fwundlng of a colony of f»00 
Catholic farmers In Western Min- 
nesota In 187fi. H«' iHcaiii.' BlshOP 
In 1875 and Archbisliop in 1886. 
fie received support from many of 
hjs admirers for appolntmaat as 
the fourth Am«rl«an .Cardinal. 
Celebrating fats goldan Mbllee a 
few years ago, the priests of his 
diocese presented him with a purse 
of $100,000. As a speaker Arch- 
bishop Ireland was direct and 
magnetic, with a sense of humor. 
One of the phro-ses which has often 
been quoted as chararterlstlc of his 
particular endea\or in life Is this: 
•'The watchwords Of the age are 
reason, education, libarty. the 
amelioration of the m a s ies." . 

ArebMahop ^ifNtaad'* atnmc 
Americanism, first put to Uie test 
when the eivU war began, was 
manifested mfretfh when the United 
states entered the world conflict. 
So sooner had Congress formally 
declared war on Germany than the 
Archbishop called upon people of 
his faith to remember that they 
were .Vmt rican.s above all other ties 
and declared It their duty to help 
In every way. Later when occasion 
demanded he advocated purchases 
of Liberty bonds and contributions 
to the Red Cross and to vartooi 
relief funds. In this course he fol- 
lowed consistently a part he took 
In a famous controrersy which ante- 
dated his "ParlbauU plan." It re- 
united from a petition made to 
Rome to create In the United State.T 
^erman parishes with parochial 
schools with orders that the Oer 
nan languape be taught In ihe^p 
institutions. Its spon.sors sought to 
conceal the purpose Of the plan by 
proposing also that it be followed 
by other nationalities, but the 
Archbishop saw ihe fallacy of the 
Idea and hastened to Home, where 
he successfully combatted It. '"The 
mass of our Catholics are Ameri- 
cans.'* he arguad. "They resent 
any attempt to make, them Irishmen 
or German or any other kind of 
foreigner. The Bleeps of America 
lire fully able to ward off any for- 
eiKn Invasion In the church and to 
maintain It on thoroughly American 
lines." I.rfiter on the same pro- 
posal he said: "Our country Is not 
a Poland to be partitioned at the 
good pleasure of foreigners. Wn 
have, under Peter's successor, our 
autonomy, and tor the sake of the 
American church and the American 
republic we Will retain autonomy. ' 

As a monument to Archbishop 
Ireland stands the beautiful Cathe- 
dral of St. Paul on the brow of .St. 
Anthony Hill. It overlooks the val- 
ley of the Mississippi and the thrlv- 
Inp; city whose growth from n 
rough pioneer trading post syn- 
chronized with the attainment of 
fame by its founder. 

The remains will lie In State In 
the Cathedral until Wednesday 
morning, when the final funeral 
services will be held. The funeral 
will be one of the largest and most 
Impressive ever wltneased In the 
Western ^states

At the principal American de- 
stroyer baas bi Iredand a new hos- 
pital has sprung up within the pas* 
few weeks, with facilities for 250 
patients. One feature of this hos- 
Ital is that It was really "Made In 
\)iierlc'i". — the buildings having 
< en constructed through the 
American Red Cross in the United 
tates on the "knock down" plan 
nd shipped to the Irish base to be 
pieced together there. 

The long wnrd tratmsfttii, which 
are now almost completed, are lo- 
ated on a sloping hillside tJiat 
gently rises from the sea and Is 
topped at its crest by a fringe of 
giant beech trees. The site is one 
of the moat beautiful in thi.s pa i t 
of Ireland. It is an old estate. 
V ith a fine manor houi^e. which Ik 
to be used as a home for the thirty 
women nnraes assigned to tho hos- 
pital. ' The other personnel of tho 
iiospltal will include alcbteen navy 
physicians and serenty-Are male 
nurses, electricians, cooks and other 
attendants. 

The women nurses were pleasantly 
Kurpiise-l tiy the arrangements 
which have been made for their 
comfort. They not only have .i pio- 
luresque and comlortable home lu a 
fine old residential building, but 
(hey And a femlnino touch In all the 
fumlriiincs and decomtlons.' Mrs. 
Peter Clark* Mdnwtane, wife of a 
w-eH known AmerlcAn author, tool: 
charge of the proUem of furnisiiinp 
the old house and perauaded the 
biiilden* to provide many of tho 
litllr ooinfortF, which are much tsD- 
(oyed by women and umally over- 
looked by mon. 

'I'he hospital has its own electric 
plant, sewage plant and water sup- 
ply. It will hsve its own garden, 
raise Its owe poultry and maintain 
■ I i iry. Already the sailors 
I farmer. 1 iie pastures 
II i .iiiii As of the> estate afforded 
H pood hay cro|', wlijch \va« all har- 
vested by men fi-«m thi> American 
flotilla in their off houi-s. The barn 
has been filled with It and there 
Is a fair sized stack In a nearby 
field ready for the winter. 



The fifth and largest and proba 
bly the last Initiation of the year 
by Louisville Council, Knights of 
Columbus, was held here Sunday 
afternoon, when a dase of ninety- 
seven men were given the three 
degrees. A degree team from Chl 
■apo composed of Judpe James 
Donahue, of the Municipal ("ourt 
there; Henry J. Lynch. Bernard J 
Soens. Thomas F. O'Connor. K. of 
C Seci-etai-y at the Great Lakes 
Training Station; John Naylor, 
Martin J. Killeen, William 3. Sh<ee 
ban and Thomas Hoey, assisted in 
Um initiation, wMcb bring* t'tie 
membership of the local oouncil to 
almost 1,100. This Is due lo large 
measure to the energetic work and 
Buccessful administration of Grand 
Knight Thomas D. Clines, who was 
the unanimous choice for another 
term, a great honor In the K. of C. 

Following the Initiation there 
was a military dinner at the Tyler 
Hotel, presided over by Col. P. H. 
Callahan as toastmaster, at which 
covers were laid for over 800. The 
Knights, many of them in khaki, 
were Impressed by sound warning 
against too mudi optlnriam with re- 
gard to a speedy end of the war 
by Lieut. George M. Sauvage, the 
soldier priest, wlio lias been In 
the thick of the fighting ever since 
the Germans ln\aded France and 
Belgium and who Is now here to 
.Npeak in the interest of the fourth 
Liberty loan campaign. 

Intro<IuclnK the speakers. Col. 
Callahan said it had been his pleas- 
iiie to introduce Lieut. Saurage to 
the American Government. Th<) 
Boidler-prieat was given an ovation 
when he arose to address the as- 
sopiblage. In the beginning be 
spoke Interestingly of his own life 
at the front, and while his descrip- 
tions of the horrors' of war held 
his heartis spellbound, he also 
caused luany hearty lauphs in de- 
Rcrlbine how he himself soupht 
safety from the Cierman shells. He 
Hpoke with eiiioiion of the bravery 
of the Frencli soliiler and the 
French women, to whose heroism 
be paid the highest tribute. "The 
women have been braver even than 
the brave soldiers." he said. "They 
are doing the work of the men and 
are working In munition factories 
where, as a result of the material 
they handle, they lose their hair 
and their good looks forever. They 
do not mind it. They only want 
one thinp victory." According to 
the speaker. France with its 35.- 
iKiO.oon inhabifant.s, who did not 
want war, has raised 10.000.000 
soldiers, of whom 1.500,000 have 
been killed and as many wounded 
or taken prisoners. Lieut. Sauvage 
spoke in the hii^best terms of the 
Belgians and also of the Irish reg- 
iments with wlileh be had come In 
contact. 

'When I got orders to go to 
America," the speaker said, "I did 
not want to go, because It Is hard 
to leave the. men wifli whom one 
has been at tlie ironl for over 
three years. Cen. I'etain has said 
that whatever the officers In this 
war have done it Is nothing com- 
pared with the deeds of the privnte 
soldier. We all should kneel la 
veneration before those prfvatas. 
But I am glad I eanw. Hhe very 
village in which I was to remain 
for several weeks was destroyed by 
the Germans within two days after 
f left, and if I had not been killed 
( might now be a prisoner In a 
German camp. I certainly prefer 
beinp here to l>einfr a prisoner of 
war. Everybody now realizes that 
America is to be the decldinK fac- 
tor in this war. You Americans 
are going to win this war. That 
means that you ihave a great re- 
sponsibiUty. Tour men at the front 
will do tbelr duty. Th«y wiU ^ve 
their Mves ff they have to. But 
they expect you to back them up. 
BO Miat they will not die In vain. 
Lack of determination oq, your part 
will have to bo made up with blood 
It the front Be not too optimistic. 
The war will last two or three 
years longer and dulrnp that time 
you must be prepare<I to mak'' 
sacrifices, greater probably than 
you can now imagine. France is 
prepared to spend the last centime 
and shed the last drop of blood 
for the final victory and the Trench 
know that Americans will see them 
through. I can not describe the 
Joy that took possession of France 
when the first Americans landed 
over there and when Gen. Pershing 
Hald: 'Lafayette, we are here.' And 
when the .American soldier.' 
marched past the praves of our 
dead these very dead rose in their 
graves and saluted them. That Is 
one of tJi* great things in France. 
We believe that our dead are not 
dead, but that their spirits are still 
dchtinK with those Who are still on 
the hattieflelds." 

Judre Donahue, who was to de- 
liver an address on "Carry On." 
was unable to do so. due to the 
fact that he an<l his friends had to 
leave, but he spoke long enough to 
say that the mi>ssase of Po^e Tyeo 
XII. at the time of the Columbus

He practiced 
law at Hoonville and West Point 
from 1885 to 1893, and at Hamil- 
ton, 'Mont.. rix>m 1893 on, In 1896 
he married Nora S. Doran, of Ham- 
ilton, Moot. Myers waa Prosecuting 
Attorney of Ravilll county, Mont., 
from 1896 to 1809; was member 
of the Montana Legislature 1899- 
190S: serv«d as District Judge of 
the Fourth Judicial district of Mon- 
tana 1907-1911. Myers la serving 
hin second term in the Senate, the 
first having covered the period 
ironi 11111-1917, while the pre.sent 
term will expire in 1923. The Sen- 
ator la a Democrat, a Presbyterian, 
a Maaon, a member of the Knights 
of Pythias, the Blks, the Bagles, 
the Modem Woodmen.

The reference to the Angel is 
In the bill is contained only In the 
presmble, and there the phrase 
reads: "Whereas, W)iat Is called 
the Angelus, the practice of prayer 
for one minute at noon each day 
for the success of our country In 
the existing war, is being observed 
in the District of Columbia a.nd 
donio other partes of the United 
.States." HfNsldPs there is no ref- 
erence to the Catholic Angelus. The 
purport of the proposed art is 
evidently nOn-sectarlan, because 
Catholics observe the morning and 
pvening Anyelus as well as the 
noon-day call to prayer, while the 
1)111 refers only to noon-day prayer. 
Moreover In the city of Watriiington 
itself a siren, mounted on a lofty 
'lullillng. is used to announce the 
■■minute" of nraver while the 
hurch bell.s toll their wonted call, 
''onspquentlv in the sense of the 
aw the universally agreed moment 
'or praver is simply the stroke of 
12, and this moment Is always in- 
dicated by the bells of Catholic 
ehurches. If any community de- 
sires to adopt a diflerent eignal no 
one will prevent auch action. 

Neither the ■Christian Science 
Monitor nor the Menace have ad- 
duced proof that the bill to which 
they object is fostered by Oitholics 
In an organized manner.

The propaganda carried on by 
the National Education Association 
and other.s for the establishment of 
Federal control of education has 
been brought before the public 
mind more clearly by two compara 
tively recent developments, the ap- 
pointment of Prof. D. B. Waldo, of 
Kalaniasoo, Mich., President of thj 
State Normal Cfllege, as Field 
Secretal^ . and lihe discussion In 
some publications of the Hoko 
Smith bill asking "Federal aid to 
educatiott." The appointment or 
President Waldo is pussling, (or the 
Importance of his position and the 
duties of his office can not, it 
would seem, permit of giylag half 
time to the work of Field Secretary 
for the N. E. A. It is passing 
Btrange that an educator of his 
ability should be selected to devote 
"hi.s time and attention to ques- 
tions pertaining to better salaries 
for teachers and increased support 
for the school.^," along with "expert 
clerks and statisticians." On the 
face of the arrangement the desire 
for better salaries and "increased 
support" appsnwtO outweigh even 
the official duties of the Michigan 
State Normal School President. 

Local and State help has been 
solicited in behalf of the schools, 
but the Hoke Smith bill is to be an 
Instrument for the securing of Fed- 
eral aid to the sum of $100,000,- 
000. While for a time there was 
but scant comment on this bill 
noticeable In the daily press, the 
last few weeks have shown that 
many publications have been en- 
listed In aid of the bill. Hut what 
Is said is one-sided and mlRleading. 
The usual arguments, that the imb- 
tic schools are the sole hope to 
block the plans of «h« U. S. 
"Reds." and to check Illiteracy, 
etc., are not to the point, and for 
this reason the thoughtful Ameri- 
can will not accept these conten- 
tlon.s as arguments for higher 
salaries. A reasonable argument, 
however, is presented by Public 
Service, the weekly publication of 
the Institute of Service, conducted 
by William H. Allen, New York, 
which says: 'The Federal aid to 
education J>1U Wm iiodttled— go 
through . if the P^sident strongly 
urges It. but hardly It the President 
falls to mention It. Why should 
he mention it? It's almost a seeret. 
and it's a near secret because its 
defects have been frankly criticized. 
No guarantee is given that teach- 
ers' salaries will be raised I* 
States get 160,000,000 (one of the 
provisions of the bill); that prlvat- 
.schools will not get a big share of 
the money (as tuition) for better 
teacher training; that Federal 
millions will not be used to re<iuce 
local taxation rather than to Im- 
prove schools; ' that Federal aid 
win aot be oanooflafa rather than 
aid. So tar as onr present aim is 
wrong, we need truik confession 
rather thaa Federal aid.

To the Kentucky Irish Amerioftn: 

"The Louisville polled department 
Is to b« plaeod nader dTil servlee." 
This announeemant was made in 
the Louisville newspapers friendly 
to the local administration. 

Now there Is only one real mean- 
ing of the term "civil service," The 
meaning is that good and capable 
officers and patrolmen alike are 
protected In their positions when an 
administration changes. To use 
the words of Capt. William Hardin.:^ 
In his speech before the Optimist 
Club, "Tha RopahttSMS basted up 

the best pottOO fOrOS laOttiSTlllO OVOT 
had. Now look where we are." 

A year or so ago, had this an- 
nouncement been made and had It 
been carried , out, the public might 
have paid some heed. The Searcy 
administration started out ruth- 
lessly to wreck the police and fire 
departments. In tho police depart- 
ment they {onnd that anyone can 
put on a suit of blue aud walk 
around town. Catching of thuga 
who nightly strike down oitlsens 
and rob them of their earnings, or 
the highwaymen who robbed aad 
murdered Younger and Goesman Is 
of only seoondsry importance. The 
first object was to put men In of- 
fice who would bo of political as- 
sistance. Many of these men owed 
no allegiance to anyone but Searcy 
and showed It by "shooting up the 
town." Others who would havo 
made . good policemen were told 
where they stood by the lawbreak- 
ers themselves, .'in in the ca.so of 
one policeman who took In custody 
a number of negro gamblers. "Mr. 



Clicsloy will certainly hear of the 
way we've been treated," he was 
told in the station house. Some- 
body must have heard, as many of 
the negroes with no draft cards 
weer fined |5 and the fine sus- 
pended without being held for tho 
United States Oovemment, as many 
white men hoTO boon. 

It is true that many policemen 
left from former admlnistrstlons 
resigned, but scores of these loft 
the department when newly ap* 
pointed officers made such remaru 
as, "You might as well quit now — 
we'll get you anyhow." This was 
easily made apparent by the dally 
trials of police and detectives on 
flimsy charges of "pernicln'is politi- 
cal activity." A score p lie 
were disrljarged on this "gag" » ' 
in the "gTme" .<»nd others 
hoanded until they quit. Every 
polieo Ueutonant and CapUin was 
reduced. Many of these men had 
been on the force from twenty to 
thirty years. AH but two Sergeants 
were dropped and Republicans took 
their places. This was done in the 
face of the shortage of proper ma* 
terl.al, and no telling how far It 
would have gone but for the in- 
ability of the Board of Public 
Safety to secure men to fill the 
places. Only a few of the old men 
remain. .Some of the.se were capa- 
ble men appointi'<i by Crinatead and 
Bingham, whom the Democrats held 
during two snoeossiva administra- 
tions. 

Ev«n now wltk a few of tho 
veterans left in tho d^artment,.tho 

Republicans do not want civil serv- 
ice yet. After these men are weeded 
out they will ask Louisville to tako 
the political machine being built up 
by Searcy and keep it for all time 
to come. This is their idea of civil 
service. Civil service for Republi- 
cans only. 

Now in the fire department noth- 
ing Is being .said about civil service 
as yet. The Republicans found 
that anyone can wear a suit of blue, 
but they also found that robberies 
can be suppressed by newspapers, 
but a fire can aot. A fireman can 
not be made in a day. Many of 
the new firemen ai>polttted refused 
absolutely to go through the school 
of training and leap into the net 
which Is necessary In life saving. 
But for the Board of Fire Under- 
writers the fire department would 
havp bcrn wrecked long ago, Tho 
IJnfUrwritera were instrumental in 
saving the places of some of the 
Captains when at one fell swoop all 
the Assistant <'hi<-fs but one were 
replaced and a Cincinnati man was 
brought here as Fire Chief. Slowly 
but surely the flra department will 
be rebuilt with Republicans, who 
will learn at the expense of tho 
city. The fire Insurance companies 
have their eyes open and now a 
higher insurance rate for Louisville 
is being contemplated.

It is more likely that Its 
evaeoation will be forced by in- 
vesting it on three aidea and ren- 
dering It pyaotically nseleaa to the 
enemy, rather than by ooncentratins 
attention upon It alone and striking 
tlie enemy at his strongest point. 

Gen. Fooh is consistently carrying; 
out his plan of giving the enemy 
no rest or opportunity to concen- 
trate for another ofTenaive. Where 
the Allie.s will strike next can only 
be conjectured. But that they will 
Strike, €Uid continue to strike, t>eems 
certain. They can scarcely afford 
to settle down for another winter 
fontentedly In front of the old 
Filndenbtirg line and wait for the 
pnemy to prepare again. How that 
line may 'be broken Is still the 
problem that is to be solved.

MHirriA OF PRAYER. 

The following letter to the Ken- 
tucky Irish /Xmerlcan. signed by 
President .\. T. duP, Coleman anil 
Chaplain John W. Keogb, of Phila- 
delphia, will Interest all patriotic 
and loyal people in the Militia of 
iMayer. which Oatholies trust will 
help win the war: 

"Philadelphia, Sept. Ill, 1918. - 
Dear Editor: Your paper is receiv- 
ing this lettei in tbe belief that it 
will be most interested to help 
shorten the war and to en<l it .soon 
In favor of .\inerica. You know 
wiiat this means, especially since we 
have loved Yankee boys 'over there' 
in camp and some who are soon to 
go. Onr purpose then is patriotic. 
It le to help the OatiioUe church 
to get Amerlea on Its knees in 
prayer, beseeching God 'to accept 
our sacrifices, guide our rulers and 
give success to our arms.' Rea.l 
the enclosed circulars. They ex- 
plain the Militia of Prayer, The 
.Militia took shape in April. .\rte; 
lonu delay, due chiefly to the ill- 
ness of out patron. Cardinal Farley, 
we wrote His Imminence ('ardinal 
(liblioiis for .sanction and direction. 
He answered: 'In reply to your es- 
teemed letter of September 3 I beg 
to say that the suggestion to form 
a MilHia of Prayer is a happy one, 
and has my hearty endorsement.- 
Just how to carry out the idea is a 
matter of minor detail. The main 
thing Is to get .\merioa on its 
knees. At the end of a long life 
I ;im convinced that prayer will 
tiring tiliout 1h;if which every litiettv 
loving heart cherishes and longs 
for.' 

"In promoting the Militia you 
heln us 10 arouse the nation to it,^ 
full duty. Material resources ha\e 
been amassed; we Stand aghast at 
their Immensity. Our spiritual re- 
sources are UHmttable, bnt have 
scarcely been tonched and need con- 
centration. Without these last in 
most generous measure we are not 
giving our all to win the war. For 
the survival of democmcy we must 
give our all. For the salvation of 
America we must die tlitit .\'iieric;i 
live. Tnless the grain of wiieat 
falling into tlic ground die, itself 
remalnetli alone. But if it die, if 
liringeth forth much fruit,' We 
must crush selfishness. We must 
die to self. There Is not enough 
sacrllfce, even in material things. 
Many of us are fasting and are 
giving sometAtag because we are 
forced or shained Into doUg so. 
Prayer comes first. If we pray not 
we can not win. If we pray we 
will fast, ami If we pray and fast 
we will give and give our all, if 
need be, for victory. If we are to 
win this wnr .\merlca must get 
lown on its knees. We liave been 
Hske<i t<i pray, an<l in soniv way 
are now beinu' <ilili,i:ateil to do if 
through the Militia, How many 
would say their ilaily prayers nnlesa 
obliged to say them? 

"Amerioa stamps its coins with 
the motto 'In God We Truet.' If 
our trust Is really there ttien there 
is one cry that will stir Amerioa to 
'bend every spirit to Its full 
helghth.' and that ciy Is 'Prayer 
will win the war,' Let this mes- 
sage emblazon the pillars of ou'' 
city citadels, where the e>es of 
God and man can see it and tie 
favorably moved thereby to fa\'or 
lis. Any otlier appeel Is of sec- 
ondary Importance. 'Prayer will 
win the wax' must be the great 
dogma of the struggle. We have 
heard the tlosan 'Food will win the 
war.' 'Ouns will win the war,' 
Money will win the war,' 'Men will 
win the war,' etc. — but though we 
have food piled as high as the peaks 
of tile Oreen Mountains, and gun.s 
plied high as the .Xdirondacks. and 
iioney as high as the summits ol 
he Itockies, yet niiiy we not win 
with this abundance because we 
have not as a nation asked the God 
of eiiniea to fight for us. The 
heart of Germany is Irreligious and 
corrupt. Her cause Is unjust. Her 
relianee is on force. Our trust 
must be in God and only with the 
arms of Ood and our own will we 
win.

HAIL .'iPI'OINTMlfiNT OF NAV.\. 



The Italian Consul at .St, (!all in 
Switserland has recently ftiinislied 
an excellent apolog.\ for his fre- 
(|uentl.\ iiialii-'ned ('atli(ili( country- 
men, in delenditiK the Catholics of 
lt,aly against unwarranted asper- 
sions on their loyalty. .Some weeks 
ago a Swiss paper, the Ost-Schwelz 
printed an article on conditions in 
the Catholic party in Italy, con- 
tending that much dissatisfaction 
had been aroused among its fol- 
lowers becRUse two of its leadinc 
members had accepted the proffered 
offer of iiecciming Ministers nf 
State. Tile selection of these two 
men, it was contended, was most 
unfortunate and was not sanctioncrl 
by tile Catholic party. The article 
moreover implied that the members 
of this party <ll<l not care to see 
these two men thu.s connected with 
the Oovemment. These conten- 
.tlons have been set aright by an 
official reprseentatlTe of the Italian 
Government, the Oonsnl at St. Osll, 
who has sent a statement, to the 
paper above mentioned, published 
by it under the title, "The Italian 
Catholics and the War." Referring 
to the appointment of the Repre- 
sentative Nam, tbe Consul says in 
part: 

"Representative Nava has been 
made Sub-Secretary of the Amis 
and 'Munitions Depart ment for the 
veiT simple reason that he is spe 
oislly qualified for his post by his 
knowledge ot teshnleal science. It 
would be a distortion of fact to 
pretend that his appointment is 
part of a political nianeuvre. At no 
time have the Italian clergy and 
Catholics so keenly realized the ne 
cessity of supreme resistance as at 
this moment, A proof of this con 
tention is found in the highly pa 
triotlc words of the Bishop of 
Brescia , ,Monsi>:nor Caggia, whicli 
liave awakened a m(>st enthusiastic 
echo tilt iHiclHuit the enlire pen- 
insula, as also in the telegram 
whidi the Catholics of Lombardy, 
who are nnder the episcopal juris- 
diction of Milan, have sent to King 
Victor Emanuel on the occasion of 
the third anniversary of Italy's 
entry into the war. In addition to 
this it is a fact that MigMoli, the 
('hristian-.SvTidicalist Representa- 
tive, well known for bis paclfistic 
propaganda. Is daily losing; his in- 
fluence and prestige; and only a 
few days ago his organ L'azlone 
was officially censured by the gen- 
eral directorate of the Azlone 
Cattolica Itallana. On the other 
hand, tbe entire powerful Catholic 
press of Rome, Milan, Bologna, 
Turin and Bresda welcomed with 
the greatest Joy the appointment of 
Repreesntative Nava as Under Sec- 
retary of the Department of Arms 
and Munitions. These papers 
printed his photograph, and seM i ti 
Catholic leagues of Cpin r Italy sent 
liiiii congratulatory iim -^~ i^i s. Thi;' 
pioves cleaily that liie Italian Cath- 
olics }ia\e stepped into the great 
national movement with open 
vi.sors. And the fact that the 
selection of Nava (bek place with- 
out the slightest opposition and as 
the most natural thing In the world 
is particularly characteristic as 11- 
luatiatlng the progress made in the 
penslnstila," 

The Consul declares further that 
any attempt to repi>esent Nava and 
his colleamie .Meda as estranged or 
even separated from their party 
could be founded only in political 
piejudice and not in fact. Meda Is 
just as solidly Joined to the Cath- 
olic party as is Nava. Regarding 
Aieda in particular be writes: 

"In this connection we call to 
mind tne fact that in August, 1916, 
representatives of the Catholics of 
all parts of Italy arranged a ban- 
quet In the Cova Restaurant In 
Milan In honor of Representative 
Meda. an affair of national impot- 
tance. The entire elite of th ? 
party, rroiii Marquis Crispoiti to 
Count Grazloll and the famous Prof. 
Toniolo, Reprasentatives, Senators. 
Mayors. Journalists — all surroundeii 
him when he delivered an address 
announcing that Italy's war wa.- 
necessary and Just, and that It was 
the duty of all Catholics to support 
the Government to the full extent 
of their powers." 

This declaration of the Italian 
Consul is pa r t icula 1 1\ valii.ible to 
.\merican Catholics. T'nwittinu'ly an 
official repn-senf atlve of the Italian 
(ioveinment has provided us with a 
weapon with which we may defend 
the Italian ('atholics, who are so 
frequently ezpoeed to attack.

There Is nothing 
nearly as safe and yielding better 
returns which anyone would want 
to dispose of. Russell Sage, than 
whom no Ananeier has ever had a 
better nnderstaading of invest- 
ments, once remarked that there 
was no such thing as a safe 6 per 
cent.

From the American headquarterH 
In Fraaee eomes word that the 
restriction of parcel post or ex- 
press pftckaass to the soldiers is 
PYanoe from folks at home has 
caused some complaint from both 
the men over there and generous 
friends and relatives in Aoncrica. 
This order, issued in tho early 
spring, provides tliat no packages 
may be .lent to a soldier In France 
except when specifically requested 
by the individual and approved by 
Ills reKinientnl or higher com 
mander. 

It was promulgated fttter a care 
ful stndy of the shipping situation 
as wen as the needs and require- 
ments of the men, and, notwith- 
standing some reaction from (home 
In the shape of eomplalnts from 
soldiers' relatives and among the 
men themselves, the army authorl- 
les feel it Is justllfed. 

Tliey point out that If each sol 
dier in i\n army of a million and 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
are now far In excess of that 
should receive one five^pound 
package a month it would involve 
the handUng of 3,B00 net tons a 
month and require approzimately 
S.OOO ship tons for 'transport orer 
seas. This would mean tlie ex- 
clusive use of two toir-tised eargo 
■hips a month. 

Translated into military needs, 
the same amount of ship space 
would maintain In France three 
full repinienta of infantry com- 
pletely e(|uipped and ready for 
fighting. Overseas transport, how- 
ver, they explain. Is less formida- 
ble than the problem In handling 
and dlstrUnitlng such packages after 
tfcey hare arrlTed here. The men 
are not located in a dty of streets, 
but are located all over France, In 
cities and towns and vlllaces. In 
cantonqtenta and in the tranches, 
and no soldier in war has a perma- 
nent address. 

At pre.ient flie autiiorities are de- 
voting every effort to the prompt 
transmission of letter mall, and they 
feel that this Is far more impor- 
tant to the happiness of the ine)i 
nd their famlUss than chocolates, 
olgarettes. mnfllers and other pres- 
ents.

heating if there is any possible manner in which the service can be main- 
tained. 

We are in the midst of a critical emergency sitnation created by the 
war — a sitnation that has requisitioned steel and other materials for war 

purposes, produced a shortage of labor, made the raising of money exceed- 
ingly difficult, and which lias caused a coal shortage, in turn producing a 
gas shorta^. 

Protoetton of gas servico in Lonisville during the coming winter must 
bo looked upon as aa omorgoncy problem, to be met with the best means 

at command. Temporary, or makeshift expedients should be resorted to 
if substantial results can be accomplished. When normal conditions are 
restored it ilrill be possible to consider eonstruetive and more permanent 
plans.
